Jaoob Williams, on being sworn, depos- 
ed that he remembered stealing a valise 
from the Oriental Hotel some time in 
Jahaary.laat aiid taking it to Oldenburg's 
pavhbrolcer shop ; it was opened with some 
difficulty in his presence; did not know 
what was in it; when it was opened, 
ftiiiong other things there was a shirt with 
the name of Daly on it; the prisoner re- 
marked that it was not witness' name; wit- 
ness said it was all right;, prisoner knew 
witneaa as there had been|other dealings 
between them; got five dollars on tlftj 
valise; the things wore put back hurriedly 
oa witness wanted to get away; the valise 
waa then taken away by prisoner into the

Daly was present and did not immediately 
recognize the valiac, but did so when it 
was opened. 

To Mr. Ivobertson — As soon as the 
name of Woodbury was mentioned pris-

Sergeant O'Coniibr testified that he had 
recovered a gun from tho prisoner that 
had been stolen in Dcceiriber last; prisoner 
could not remember whether a gun had 
been pledged or not; witness told the 
prisoner that it was no u.so beating about 
the bush as the boy Avaa in custody^ who 
had stolen it, and he liad stated wliero it- 
had boon pledged' for' the gun was" 
afterwards produced. 

Sorge.ant Bloonifiold .stated that some 
of the things had lieon given to tho owner 
by. permission of the Superintendent of 
Police. 

Tho Chief Justice said that tho articles 
should not have been given up. ^t neces- 
sary two or teii' dbllara"ah'6vild have been 
supplied I^fr. Daly ;ind tho articles re- 
tained. 

This closoil the oaso for the prosecution. 

Mr. Harrison, in summing up, consid- 
ered that his opening statement to tlio 
jury had been fully substantiated by tho 
evidence i)ro<lucod. TjigriB-^^ero ^ei^taiiily 
two' very suiipicious'circiimstariccs ■con- 
nected witii the atTair. Williams or Wood- 
bury could not open tlic valisf and when 
opened hy Oldenburg tlic party attempt- 
ing to pawn the valis" did not know 
what it contained. Tlio whole transaction 
had been cjnducted in a most irregular 
inauOTr. . Ho roviewtsdaBJthG-,ftvid8nce at 
some length and considered that it wa.s 
amply sullicient to procure a conviction. 

Mr. Kobertson, for the defence, fully 
concurred in tlie closing remarks of the 
learned counsel who had just aal down 
that crime should he repressed and that 
guilt^.should_bo punished, He^sliould i-e- 
view tlie'^se dispassionately and lio'hbped 
to convince tho jury that it would be 
their duty to acijuit tho prisoner. Tho 
character of Williams wa.s such that no 
dependence could be placed upon his evi- 
dence. The Crown must have been con- 
vinced from the 'cominenccmonfc that tho 
case was a very weak one. What evidence 
is there that the valise was stolen? The 
supposed owner was not hern to identify 
the property. Several of articles had 
been di.sposod of and couUi not be pro- 
duced. Much had been said by the 
learned counsel about;. the business of a 
pawnbroker. It Wiia a 'lawful business 
lioro for which a heavy tax was paid and 
'was a very useful one. The le.irned coun- 
sel reviewed the cvidonco at some length 
and contended that it would have boon 
very wrong for tho prisoner to expose his 
business matters to the police. He an- 
imadverted HovorelyiQn the character of 
tho witness Williams who had been in 
gaol more than five months out of tho 
seven that he had been in tho province. 
That evidence was worthless and .should 
be discarded as it was not corroborated. 
The Crown has to prove that Oldenburg 
knew'tliat the valisoj was stolen. What 
are ^(|fa;8tl|j\53y{4toa,|;oiWl the money ; 
he could on the valise. There waa a 
graiu of truth in' the learned counsel's 
statement respecting tho duties of pawn- 
brokers and he adduced instances where 
pawnbrokers should bo very careful as to 
how they received property ofl'erod. There 
was . nothing auspicious, in^. the fact that 
Williains-had aaKed'for'mblley^ 6h" thing.s 
which he represented aa' his own. ' The 
learned counsel did not wish to impute 
motives to Williams but his whole man- 
ner wont far to show animus on his part 
•igainst Oldenburg. There was nothing 
about the valise out of tho common — 
no special mark by which to distinguisli 
it from; othera, and it might easily liave 
been' considered as'belonging to the party 
desiring to pledge it. The objection of 
Oldenburg to a search of his promises on 
his sabbath was perfectly legitimate. 
When Woodbury's name was mentioned 
the valise was at once produced. This 
did not manifest any desire to evade a full 
investigation of tho affair. The prisoner 
had no notion of puttuig anything out of 
the way. This he might easily have done. 
Everything had been produced when 
called for. Tho conduct of Oldenburg 
all through was that of an innocent than. 
The Crown wished to show that a gun 
had boon pledged somo time before. Witli 
that they had nothing to do. They should 
take into consideration all the circum- 
stances of the case and by doing so they 
would return with a verdict of not guilty. 

Tho Chief Justice in charging tho jury 
said that there wore '^tf^orj/^threc^^^ 
that the jury Should d'^ide;"nnd if'they 
had any doubt the prisoner should havo 
the benefit of it. Tho jury would have 
to decide whether or not tho valise had 
been stolen. Tho evidence on this point 
was, he thought, conclusive. Of course 
the Crown had been vpiy , J^'O'^i*" "ot 
prodttcin^ Mjr.Dtdy, Mid'foE aEowing soma 
of the articles to be disposed of. Tho jurj' 
must bo fully satisfied that the prisoner 
knew the property to have been stolen. 
The unfortunate circumstances surround- 
ing Williams were such that corrobonition 
was necessary; one statement was cer- 
tainly corroborated by the priaonor's trial. 
Tho learned judgi3 continued to review 
the evidence veiy carefully directiug the 
jury that they should not place thorough 
credence in Williams' testimony unless 
where it waa corroborated by; other, wit- 
nesses. . HeJref erred' to the 'oxoiisej' made 
by the prisoner that he knew nothing 
about the valise because it had been 
pawned at 10 o'clock at night instead <jf 
as tho police supposed at an early hour 
in tho morning and pointed out to tlic 
juiy that that couldnot bo held as validany 
more than tho excuse that because Wil 



concealing the valise after the prisoner 
had been told that it had been stolen." 

The Chief Justice — But tliat is not tlie 
oil'ence for which the prisoner is indicted. 

Mr. Robertson — Tho verdict is equiva- 
lent to one of "not guilty" your Lordship. 

Mr. HarrLson — Not at all. 

The Chief Justice— Tho verdict is no 
verdict at all, aa,it is not sufficient forme 
to siiy whether the prisoner is guilty on 
the count or not. 

Mr. Eobertson — Will your Lordship 
lot the verdict as returned be recorded i 

The Chief Justice-7-It is no voi^i.ct. It 
is only a finding. I cahttbt therefore grant 
the application. ,•.'}'" ^^u i ^ 
-."J,lK«!Robortson ^-WilU^yo 
make a note of the fact that I.iipply for a 
record of tho verdict. 

The Chief Justice— Certainly, I will 
make the note. The jury must retire and 
bring in a verdict of either guilty or not 
guilty. 

Tho jury then retired to reconsider 
then- finding and the prisoner vfaa, forth- 
with arraigned on an indictment for' mis- 
pri.son of felony to which ho pleaded "not 
guilty." 

A jury having been empanelled with 
Jfr. Broughner as foreman, Mr, Harrison 
briolly stated that the indictment set 
forth that one Williams stole the valise 
ig{eV|e3it'o^in the last case and that the 
prisoner subsequently became aware of 
the fact, but was guilty of concealing his 
knowledge from the authorities, thereby 
impeding the course of justice. The 
learned counsel then narrated the fro- 
qont applications by the police for the 
stolen valiao at tho prisonor'a pawn-shop 
and tlie prisoner's denial of .knowing any- 
thing at all' aboiit the valise until con- 
fronted by search warrant. 

Jacob Williams w.is then placed in the 
witness box but before ho had coinpletad 
his evidence which, so far as it went, was 
substantially the same as tiial given by 
him in. the former case, the jui-y em- 
panelled on the first count entered tho 
courtroom and tho foreman announced 
that they had arrived at a voidict of 
"guilty."" 

The Chief Justice said that Ihey liad 
perfovmod their duty like men and thank- 
od them for their services.
